HOW THE MODERN SHOW Is RUN 
IN AMERICA. 


An Army of Employes—The Various 
Departments— Expenves and Prot 
its ef a Circus. 

Almost everybody has seen one of the 
big shows of the day, but how few 
know that these huge machines require 
as much administrative and executive 
talent in its direction as an army in the 
field. And armies they really are. The 
long torchlight processions scarcely give 
an idea of their magnitude. Season 
after season the average number of per- 
sons employed by one circus company is 
700. Some of the militia regiments turn 
out only half that, and what a show two 
regiments make! The circus season 
lasts from the beginning of March till 
the latter part of November, and in the 
meantime less than one-half the full 
strength is retained on the salary ;ist. 
The agents and heads of departments 
must be kept, and also the keepers and 
trainers of the animals. The performers 
are engaged for two seasons—that is, 
for two years. In the winter time they 
may take engagements in Europe or in 
the variety theatres of the cities and 
towns of this continent, sure of regular 
employment in the big circus when the 
spring begins. 

- A generation ago a circus would travel 

from town to town by the road, like Mrs, 

Jarley’s wax-works. Nowadays the rail- 

way transports it swiftly from place ‘to 

place. ut some circuses are much too 
unwieldy for even the best appointed 
railway, and therefore have their own 
rolling-stock. One circus has eighty- 


two railway cars specially adapted to the | 


conveyance of the various parts of the 
show. 
structed for the elephants, tigers and 


other beasts. The cars are even built | 


‘‘by the circus.” The wheels only and 
axietrees are made elsewhere. The lo- 
comotive power is furnished by the rail- 
road over which the caravan passes. 
The most powerful engines are required 
for the work, but it has happened once 
or twice that the railroad people have 
underestimated the draft and put on 
comparatively light locomotives, result- 
ing in delay and a monetary loss to the 
circus,

checks so that when the show arrives it | 


has no trouble in any direction. It has 
happened a few times that the firm has 
been swindled, but it never refuses to 


‘honor a check, ‘‘to keep up the credit of 


the circus.’’ Not one of the great ex- 
changes is better posted as to the mone- 
tary condition of any town or city than 
the managers of the circus. The circus 
managers will know itis useless going 
into a place where there is much com- 
mercial depression. The characteristics 
of a town are studied before going into 
it. For instance, itis known wheo the 
miners of Pittsburg are paid off, and 


right on top of the event comes the 


“show.” It very rarely happens that a 
miscalculation is made, but if money is 
lost anywhere that place is given a wide 
berth next season. 

The weather, too, is watched almost as 


carefully as it is by the signal-service | 


bureau. The circus never goes further 
south than Omaha, Kansas City, and 
St. Paul, Minn. There is no money out- 
side of those limits. The great aim of 
the circus is to strike fair weather every- 
where. When it is extremely cold in 
the North the circus is enioying the 
warmth of the South, and the dollars of 
the genial Southeners. When it becomes 
too hot in the South then it wends its 
wav in the opposite direction. 

The army of employes is divided into 
five divisions—the performers, the ring 
attendants, the stable and menagerie 
attendants, the trainmen (in circus par- 
lanve ‘‘razor backs”), and the canvasmen. 
The canvasmen number 200 out of 700— 
a large number, but not too many to 
cope with the huge tent whichis put up 
in the country. On the trains there is a 
special place for everything and every- 
body. Indeed, the trainmen could load 
the train almost blindfolded, the arrange- 
ments are so precise, and have been so 
long in smooth-working order. The 
canvasmen are the first to be packed off. 
They touch nothing until the teamsters 
have arrived on the new ground with 
the canvas, and then when the tent is 
up, they set down and just watch the 
others ‘‘doing their bit.” So it is with 
the trainmen when they have loaded or 


unloaded the cars, they will not put a 


hand to anything else, and perhaps if 
they did they would be only in the way. 
Every employe has a special duty to 
perform and does not consider himself 
engaged for anything outside of that. 

One of the heaviest items in the ex- 
np is the bill tor advertising. The 

uge colored posters seen everywhere in 
the vicinity of the show are costly. The 
advertisement bill in the season averages 
daily $2,700. Yet the expenditure re- 
sults in a gvod return. The salaries vary 
all the way from $10 to $500 a week. 
The ‘stars’ provide their own costumes 
and apparatus, |

The profit and loss account 
is made up at the end of the winter, 
when the cost of keeping the animals 
during the time of inaction can be calcu- 
lated, a balance struck, and the condi- 
tion of the sinews of war ascertained for 
the next campaign. It will be seen that 
in the course of a year this single ‘‘show” 
causes some millions of dollars to circu- 
late throughout the country.— New York 
Herald, 


Eastern Soldiers at Play. 


A correspondent of one of the London 
apers describes how the Russian soldiers 
in Central Asia amuse themselves and 
away the time. Two of the men 
ad received decorations at the hands of 
the general, having distinguished them- 
selves in a recent skirmish against the 
Tekkes at Bournak. The battalion to 
which they belonged, and another, pa- 
raded for the occasion. When the cere- 
mony of decorating had terminated, the 
men broke ranks, and the newly deco- 
rated soldiers were felicitated by their 
companions, who straightway seized 
upon them, and placing each one in a 
tent sheet, held by eight stout men, 
tossed them into the air, repeating this 
operation with most troublesome ra- 
pidity. 

‘On the same evening,” says the cor- 
respondent, ‘‘on paying a visit to a major 
of Cossacks, with whom I was ac- 
quainted, I saw an example of the 
manner ‘in which Russian sol- 
diers occasionally amuse  them- 
_selves when in these remote places, A 

stake was firmly planted in the ground, 
and two ropes, each some twenty feet 
long, were attached to it, the extremity 
of each being held by a biindfolded 
soldier, who carried in his right hand a 
stout piece of rope about three feet long. 

‘‘Holding the ropes extended to their 
full length, they were placed at opposite 
sides of the circle which they wouid be 
ubliged to follow,and a signal was given. 
Each listened intently-to try if be could 
discover the approach of his adversary. 
If one could steai a march upon the 
other, he belabored him with the rope's 
end, a dozen blows, I believe, being the 
maximum number permitted at a time. 
The performance seemed to delight both 

the. major and the remainder of the 
| spectators. 

“T have remarked on ail such oc- 
_casions the unfailing good temper with 
which the severe knocks, often amount- 
ing to downright ill-treatment, are re- 
ceived by these soldiers at each other's 

hands.”

Demand for Confederate Bonds. 


Judah P. Benjamin, secretary of stxte 
of the Confederacy from 1862 until its 
collapse, was the criginator of a plan by 
which a demand was created for the 
bonds. At different times the Coafed- 
erate Congress voted large sums for se- 
cret service, the principal deposits being 
in London and Paris banks. The funds 
were placed to the credit of citizens of 
Great britain and France who were 
friendly to the South. At the close of 
the war there was an. unexpended bal- 
ance of $5,080,000 Mr. Benjamin con- 
sulted with these agents as to the dispo- 
sition of the money, aud it was agreed 
that it should not be surrendered to the 
United States. The question was how 
| to disburse the money, so as to best bene- 
fit those entitled toit. It was concluded 
that the people who had given their 
means to the Confederacy fer its bonds 
were entitled to the money, and the 
bonds were advertised for, and, tocover 
the real object of the movement, it was 
hinted that the bonds were held by 
speculators, and thatthe suit was to be 
instituted against the United States for 
‘their payment.— Charleston News and

Ferry Company, of Norfolk, V4., 
for infringement on their rights as 
citizens. The suit grew out of a 
difficulty which occurred last San- 
day.

to leave the cabin, which was 
marked ‘‘for whites only,” refusing 
they were pat ashore and arrested. 
The sheriff walked them two miles 
through the rain and mad toa mag- 
istrate, who dismissed the charge 
of disorderly conduct preferred 
against them. The suit is for the 
damages and will be tried before 
the United States court.—National 
Republican.

The colored people who 
give entertainments look for their 
sapport from colored people, and it 
is DO more than jast that the col- 
ored offices should have the work. 
We don’t command the colored peo- 
ple to patronize The Colored Nat- 
ional Printing Company, if they 
don’t feel disposed todoso. There 
are other printing houses in the 
city conducted by colored men. 
The Colored National Printing 
Company claims to have facilities, 
for doing work equal to any offiice in 
the city white or colored. If the col- 
ored people desire to see the race 
advance now is the time to give a 
great establishment a cali. There 
will be no disappointment in the ex- 
ecution of the work.

NEGRO EXAMINERS 


The South Carolina newspapers 
of the democratic stripe are just 
now foaming at the mouth with 
‘rage, and all on the account of the 
appointment of tw» colored men 
as members of the board of Civil 
Service examiners. The idea ofa 
negro examining a Southern 
white man as to his qualifications, 
for holding a government posi- 
tion, is simply maddening to them. 
They stand aghast while looking 
on the marked changes made in 
South Carolina since 1860, and 
wonder what will the Negro be 
doing next. We desire to vonch- 
safe to the wrathy but unsophisti- 
cated disciples of Calhoun that the 
Negro is doing now, wherever he 
has an opportunity, whatever the 
white man is doing, and is equal- 
ly as capable ander like circum- 
stances. Furthermore, let it be 
understood, it is not the intelli- 
gent and successful applicant for 
position who objects to the color 
of the exuminers, but the illiterate 
and d:featead candidates whose 
prejudice is drawn out to full 
length, as scon ashe fails to reach 
the goal of his ambition—which is 
a place at the Government crib. 
These South Carolina’s sons of 
chivalry all fancy that the highest 
mark of patriotism is to serve 
their country as a $900, clerk, and 
every mother’s son of them is wil- 
to be patriotic at that figure, and 
will take any kind of oath pre- 
scribed or receive a certificate of 
qualification for duty from the 
blackest Negro in the land; and 
the negro, by the way, is willing 
to grant certificates to all merit- 
orious candidates let them be who 
they may. Give the Negro the 
same chance under white exami- 
ners and he will never grumble. 
The Negro says, “if you answer 


all the questions you may go to 
the head of the class.” 


WHAT IS NECESSARY. 
It has been a question of discus- 
sion among a certain portion of 
the colored people, as to what is 
neccessary to anite them. We 
can only answer that question by 
saying, that, it is neccessary, for 
the uld generation to decay; that 
their foggy ideas are like the rotten 
core of an apple, an impediment 
to its growth. It is no use for the 
rising generation to attempt any- 
thing so long as the masses con- 
tinue to cling to the barnacles, 
which are no good to themselves 
and a great deal leas to anybody 
else. There should bea united 
action on the part of the colored 
people, if they desire to become a 
recognized race. It is necessary 
to accumulate money and property; 
to educate their childen and by 
all means rear your children to be 
temperate. So far as the people 
of this community are concerned, 
they have been imposed apon by 
a class of professional beats, and 
the sooner they are denounced the 
better it will be. There are some 
colored men who allow themselves 
to be made tcols of by white men, 
as long as they can accomplish 
their ends, Beware of these so 
called life insurance companies, 
that claim a capital stock of $25,- 
000. It is necessary for us to be 
carefal and not mislead those who 
are more ignorant than ourselves 
It is necessary to pay our debts 
when we have the money to do 
so, and never attempt to hide from 
a person when you owe them mon- 
ey. Spend your cash with a per- 
son to whom you are in .ebted, it 
will tend to make him think well 
of you and often prevents a law 
suit By all means guard your 
homes of immoral men and defend 
virtue wherever found, Protect the 
widows and orphans of those who 
fell in defence of our country. 
Let the parents cause their young 
men to be taught trades and fewer 
professions at this time. This is 
not the age for colored protession- 
al men. While there are some 
who don’t agree with us, there are 
a few who, in the end, will see 
what we have said turn out to be 
true. Let our people follow this 
advice and their ayccess will be 


THE PRESIDENT 
PARTY. 


AND HIS 


While it is conceded that the 
President is disposed to do what 
is right and just, his party 1s made 
of that material to which we fear he 
must succomb to meet the demands 
of his party.

‘The Indians are the 
wards of the nation while the Ne- 
groes, are the serfs. If the demo- 
cratic administration will see that 
the colored race in the South is 
educated, it will be doing an act 
worthy of its name. We hope to 
live and see the day that all polit- 
ical parties are destroyed. The 
colored man has been the foot-bali 
of the republican party and the 
carcass of the democratic party. 
Let the Presideat adopt a differ- 


man instead of removing him 
from office. The appointment of 
Dr. Thompson to the Haytian 
mission is no race advancement, 
because the position has been ac- 
ceptably filled by Mr. Langston.

This arises from the fact of this 
once oppressed race in accumula- 
ting property and holding Gov- 
ernment positions, while some of 
the old “sids” are indolent, cow- 
ardly, lazy and prejudiced. We 
are pleased to congratulate that 
class of our citizens, whose oppcr- 
tunities have been limited and 
whose educatioual advautages 
have been mediorcre, upon the 
progress they have made since 
their emancipation. While we 
claim to be an oid “sid,”’ as the 
prejudiced, call themselves, we are 
not so limited and narrow minded 
as to be prejudiced to an industrious 
class of people, who to day give us 
more suppoct than the old “sids,” 
whose cause we have always ad- 
vocated. We are for the people, 
who are for us, be they old “sids,” 
or that noble class that will be the 
shining lights in this republic. 
The class of old “sids,” that have 
always opposed this paper, has 
failed to harm us; they are now of 
the past, and the Bee is here to 
defend the rights of a people 
whose industry and perseverence 
have given them superior advan- 
tages over the old “sids.” It is 
disgraceful at times to listen to 
some of the remarks made by the 
old “sids” against their once op- 
pressed brothers. Thisis what is 
suid; “Boy we is wid you, gu 
ahead. These contrabands that 
come here since de war is got 
everything. The old “sids” can’t 
get any office for dees vontra- 
bands,” Such remarks can be 
heard coming from this class of 
old “sids.”

A CONSUL IN JAIL, 


A United States Hepresentative in 
Bracil Sheets au Editer,. 


Beckford Mackey, the United States con- 
sul at Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, shot and 
wounded the editor of a paper at that place 
who bad assailed him in his sheet and after 
ward attacked him with uplifted stick at the 
entrance of a theatre. 

Mr. Mackey, accompanied by the consul of 
the German empire, went to a police magis- 
trate and surrendered himself. Amorim, the 
editor, whose wounds ved not to be severe, 
then proceeded at the head of an armed band 
and demanded that Mr. Mackey should be 
surrendered to him.

A Circular tasued by the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture. 
Commissioner Colman, being anxious to 
obtain all the facts possible pertaining to the 
dairy industry of the country, and particu- 
larly respecting the manufacture of article

It is his part 
to do the providing, and hers to look after 
the use of the provisions. He attends to 
the out-door economy; she to that of the 
interior; economy being taken in its root- 
sense of systematic government. ‘‘In true 
marriage lies ne equal nor unequal,” yct 
there can be, nothing but the farce of 
equality where the wife must account to 
the husband for every dime, and the hus- 
band, forgetful of the consideration due 
his wife, allows her to be fretted and 
worried, worn to shreds, and subject to 
petty mortifications, because five days out 
of seven she is the possessor of an empty 
purse. Entire openness and confidence 
as to the resources of the firm, a definite 
and exact method of keeping household 
accounts, and a recognition of the fact 
that bricks cannot be made without straw, 
and that a certain approximating annual 
expense must be proportioned to the po- 
sition the family occupies in the commu- 
nity, would so far bring in a millennium 
in American homes. 


Our Smallest Coin. 

The smallest of American coins, the 
ubiquitous cent, alike incapable individu- 
ally of exciting the greed of the counter- 
feiter, or stimulating the covetousness of 
the ordinary citizen, has, despite its de- 
spised paltriness, swelled in the aggre- 
gate to enormous proportions, Since the 
time of James Jarvis, of New Haven, 
who, in the year 1787, coined the first 
American cent, the manufacture of this 
bit of legal tender has gone on intermit- 
tently, until there have been sent out, 
under the orders of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, considerably over six hundred mil- 
lion American cents. In other words, 
there have been circulated in the United | 
States more than six million dollars” worth 
of this coin. 

The cent has not always been what it 
is to-day. While the total has been grow- 
ing to such enormous proportions, the 
single coin has, in defence to public con- 
venience, been getting smaller and sinall- 
er. Many people still remember the un- 
wieldly size of the old fashioned ‘‘cop- 
per” which prevailed in our grandfathers’ 
time; but even that was a less bulky ar- 
ticle of circulation than its predecessors 
of the same value. The difference be- 
tween the James Jarvis cent and the cent 


ht between two Jhundred and sixty- 
ir grains and forty cight grains. It 
will be seen by this that the cent of the 
younger days of the republic was not far 


for its transportation. Our present bronze 
cent which mes to be issued in 1864, 
and is ninety-five per cent. of copper, 
and five per cent. of tin and zinc, has 
reached a circulation of over two million 
dollars. 

| The cent enjoys the distinction among 
coins, in common with the silver dollar, 
of being profitable to the government 
which issues it. For every dollar made, 
the United States makes thirteen cents, 
and the profit is so great on the smaller 
coin that it is sent in kegs from the mint 
absolutely free of express charges. On 
all other coins, something like two dol- 
lars on every thousand dollars is paid by 
the banks for transportation.
